Christina Rossetti was Her 
father, Gabriel Rossetti, one of the most 
volatile of Italians, had settled in Eng- 
land, where "he married a woman whose 
name was Polidori, but whose placid 
nature was essentially English. ee. 
As a very early age Christina began to 
write poetry, with little more effort than 
it costs many of: us to breathe. Rather 
melancholy verse most of it was; for the 
poetess ‘was a delicate girl and a suffer- 
img woman—a’ cover of the country, 
doomed ‘to the cabined life of the town, 
and a woman of rigid principles who let a 
great love go by when it seemed to dis- 
agree with her religious views. Christina 
Rossetti loved her family devotedly, es 
cially her- mother, She read very. little; 
she was a generous giver, and she dressed 
very badly. Max Beerbohm, in a carica- 
ture of the famous brother and sister, 
makes Dante Gabriel <cy: “ Well, 
Christina, your heart may be ‘like a 
singing bird,’ but why do you dress like 
a pew-opener?’”’ Throughout her life 
Christina Rossetti remembered how as 'a 
smali child she had disturbed and alarmed 
a frog, and “it placed its two hands on 
its head.” All the Rossettis loved animals, 
but she had a special affection for the ugly 
creatures that other people thought 
grotesque. i 
Verse-writing was very little trouble to 
her, and some of the sonnets written by 
her when a child, on given rhymes, are 
remarkably good. Swinburne admired her 
poetry immensely. There was very little 
of his poetry that she could bring herself 
to read, though she is said to have paved 
the way for his success. ‘‘ The Jael who

Christina Rossetti died in 1894, and one 
is glad to read the words she spoke not 
very long before. “I was a very melan- 
choly girl,’’ she raid, ‘‘ but now I am a 
very cheerful old woman.”’

Pie 
papyrus, which is written in the Hieratic 
script that was evolved in time from the 
hieroglyphics, offers tremendous diffi-| 
culties to the translator by reason of the 
archaic phraseology of many of the pre- 
scriptions, copied from earlier works, and 
the. enormous - difficulties of correctly 
identifying many of the diseases. ' 
Over 800 prescriptions are given in the 
papyrus, ranging from salves, plasters 
and poultices to fumigations and enemata. 
When. ‘these failed, as must have 
happened often, .if we consider the ingre- 
dients employed, the gods were called in| 
as a last resort.. For this final resort, a 
large number of incantations are included. 
Many of the recommended medicines 
were made from the most nnpleasant 
ingredients, but; as the author says, 
“none of the ‘800 remedies to be found in 
the papyrus appear to have actually 


killed any. one of those whom ‘they were | 


intended to benefit. This is strange.” 
Nevertheless, these ancients possessed 
some sound knowledge, and were fully 
aware Of. the efficacy of. castor oil, anti- 
septic qualities in onions; and their use. 
of many substances is fully justified by 
modern science. 

The . witty comments and sound 
scholarship of the author are evident, and 
a valuable introduction by Professor 
Elliot Smith greatly enhances the utility 
and interest of the volume.

He submitted, in conclusion, that this Court 
and Judge Wylie were both: misled into 
exercising an appellate jurisdiction, which 
they were not empowered to exercise, and 
under the circumstances he asked the Court 
to find for the appellant. 

Mr. Leonard, for the respondent. referring 
to the pleadings in the original action, pointed 
out that two questions arose on the hearing 
of this appeal. The first was whether, under 
Section 40, Sub-section 3 of the Land Act of 
1923 was ultra vires the constitution ; and the 
second was, did the defendant and appellant 
make that case in these proceedings, having 
regard to the order made by this Court on 
the 8th of February, 1928? He hoped, he 
added, to confine himself to these questions, 
and to show their lordships that under Article 
64 of the Constitution there should be no 
judicial determination except by judges. 

Counsel cited several cases and authorities 
bearing upon the questions, and stated that 
the questions that arose in this case were 
different from those that arose in any of the 
cases cited on the other side. He submitted 
that the defendant was bound by the order 
already made when he did not raise the ques- 
tions referred to before, and that the order 
made by their lordships affirming the order of 
Mr. Justice Wylie was not invalid or in- 
effective.

Neverthelgss, ‘‘Success’’ has its truly 
great moments, while no single paragraph is 
poor. It shows society in provincial Munich 
with horrid’ clarity; every aspect and every 
type are described and re-described with an 
eerie skill, bout at the end we are inclined 
to say, *‘Ciu bono?’’ It is incredible that 
all Bavarians really are like the people in 
“Success,” although Herr Feuchtwanger 
almost convinces us. The hero,. an -art- 
critic, 1s imgorisoned on a trifling charge for 
political reasons, and finally dies as a re- 
sult of his ill-treatment in prison. Every 
sort of intrigue, hatched in various quarters, 
and for vaylous motives, 1mpingés upon, or 
touches tangentically, this central theme.

PERSONALLY am convineed ‘that ‘the 
days of the old crime-puzgle pure and 

simple, relying: entirely upon t, 
without “anw ed attractions of chat- 
acter .... are numbered,” writes Mr. 
Anthony Berkeley in a foreward to his new 
book, “The Second Shot’’ opens on the 
next page as the tangible expression of Mr. 
Berkeley’s not unsound thesis. 

It is a pity that the author published his 
preamble; for his book, viewed solely—as he 
does not wish us to view it—as a detective 
story, is excellent, perhaps his best effort 
hitherto. As an apostle of “ character-cum- 
crime’’ writing, however, that is intended 
to fit the ruminations of a Philo Vance, 
whose influence we detect, to the nice com- 
mission of & crime, it falls down all over the 
place. The Cyril .Pinkerton of the earlier 
chapters could not, by any combination of 
actual circumstances, influences or moods, 
have become the piquantly noble character 
of the end of the book. Moreover, a house 
party consisting of the sort of people whom 
Mr. Berkeley describes never could have 
assembled, or, if it had assembled, could not 
have lasted for five minutes. 

Yet, in spite of these failings, we prefer 
to take Mr. Berkeley as we know him from 
his previous books, and we recommend ‘‘ The 
Second Shot ” whole-heartedly to all who 
enjoy a first-class murder mystery. 
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In common with the majority of novelists, 
Mr. Stanley Guise cannot contrive a realistic 
newspaper extract. One of his chapters is 
supposed to consist of a. report that filled 
two and half columns in a daily newspaper 
when, as 4 matter of fact, it would have 
occupied little more than a column. ‘The 
alleged newspaper headlines which he quotes 
would have earned instant dismissal. for 
the sub-editor who wrote them. For the 
rest, his story is quite good, if somewhat 
conventional in the matter of the amateur 
detective and his faithful Watson. The 
identity of the murderer will come as a com- 
plete surprise to ninety-nine per cent. of 
Mr. Guise's readers—-a fact which, after all, 
is one of the principal requisites in a modern 
detective story.

As she is now she 
tuils to be of interest to a generation that is 
iorty years behind Nora Helmer’s famous 
door-slam. It is exceedingly doubtful, to say 
the least, whether any girl accustomed to the 
‘pictures ” and the other manifestations of 
“shat called liberty to-day would have 
made such a to-do about a stolen kiss; as it 
is also doubiful whether any business man 
would have regarded the kiss as sufficient 
reason tor breaking a promising partnership. 
The moralist in Mr. Murray has in this case 
kot the upper hand of the dramatist.

In almost every 
one of his plays it is his dialogue that 
carries the conviction and the charm; here 
ihe dialogue is pedestrian, often barely lively 
enough to crawl. It is enlivened occasionally 
by flashes that bring ready laughter, but 
reflection will make the laughter more than 
questionable. 

The casting and the acting were unequal 
to ihe strain of the play, but some members 
vi the cast deserve especial recognition. The 
John Luttrell of Mr. Gearoid O Lochlainn 
was masterly in every sense; he got just the 
right note from the beginning, and sustained 
it to the end. Brian Dalton found an ideal 
impersonator in Mr. William Denis, and the 
Shavian Frank Harmon in Mr. William Van 
Craen. Miss Meriel Moore was just a shade 
too supercilious as Stella Field, but such a 
lady-might easily be caricatured without any 
distortion of her character. The haughty 
Marion Dalton gave Miss Coralie Carmichael 
full scope, and here she scored an undoubted 
success. As Tess Miss Betty Chancellor was 
at her best in the pathetic scenes in the third 
act; she failed completely to be convincing as 
the rebel in the iirst, although she atoned 
somewhat as the prospective clerk, with a 
sharp wit in her encounter with Marion in 
the second. 

The production by Mr. Hilton Edwards, 
and the settings designed by Mr. Micheal 
MacLiammoir gave the play a pleasing 
environment.

Lecturing on “ Monasticism,’’ at a meeting 
of the Trinity College Theological Societv 
last night, Mr. J. J. Auchmuty said that as 
Christianity triumphed Christian monasticism 
was born. For eighteen hundred years it had 
flourished, producing many saints and more 
sinners, but ever satisfying a manifest 
human need. 

The real founder of Christian monagticism, 
Saint Anthonv, was born about A.D. 
He sold his family property for the benefit 
of the poor, and retired into the wilderness, 
where “ prayed, fasted and fanght. Ri. 
Jasil was the great patriarch of Greek 
monasticism, and comes next in point of 
time to St. Anthony. The early monasteries 
of thé West were governed after Eastern ex- 
amples. rule of St. Columbanus, the 
frishman, was a reversion to the older and 
“vVere?

With the 12th century came the Franciscans 
and Capuchins. Nearly all of the 12th 
century Orders were still flourishing in the 
Roman branch of the Catholic Church. The 
Jesuit Order, founded in 1491 by St. Ignatius 
Loyola, proved the t salvation of the 
Roman Church after the Reformation. It was 
enly in recent years that Protestantism. and 
more especially the Anglican branch of the

By all accounts it is to St. Martin, not 
to St. Michael, that we should pay annual 
tribute in eating of goose at dinner. 
Certainly these birds. shonld be in better 
condition “for tmble“on St: Martin’s Day 
than at Michaelmas, when they would be 
only “ green geese,’’ without much meat 
on them. In remembrance of the custom. 
an old chronicler tells us that a medal 
was struck in France, bearing on one side 
the figure of a goose, and on the other the 
inscription, ** Martinalia.”’ 

In St. Martin, too, we find the origin 
of that strange, old-fashioned saying, 
“ All my eye and Betty Martin!” I¢ is 
said to be a corruption of “ Mihi beate 
Martine,’’ a Latin invocation of. the

‘* Sneezing Salt.’ 


Tobacco must have come into general 
use in Dublin shortly after its introduc- 
tion from America; for as early as the 
year 1619 the free citizens of Dublin com- 
plained of “ the wrong daily offered to 
them by the intruders and other unfree- 
men..,. retailers of beer and tobacco,”’ 
and petitioned the Mayor to set the law 
in motion against the ‘‘ intruders.’’ 
Forty-two years later a similar grievance 
was expressed that “ certain persons sell 
sneezing salt and tobacco, which tends 
much to the impoverishment of the free- 
men shopkeepers.’’ It was ordered, 
therefore, “ that such as sell sneezing 
salt or tobacco be restrained for the

Only¢a small proportion of people alive 
to-day will have recollections of the wild 
disorders which broke out on the estate 
of Charles. Cunningham Boycott at Lough 
Mask exactly fifty years ago, when a 
campaign was waged against him with 
such intensity as to make his cognomen a 
synonym for the deprivation of all that 
life, domestic and public, needs. No word 
of sinister significance ysl, 5 agg currency 
so rapidly. It was first by a brilliant 
Irish-American journalist, Mr. James 
Redpath, who was in Ireland representing 
one of the leading New York “‘ dailies’ 
in November, 1880, and acquired a usage 
among speakers of English, Pusch: 
German and Italian, comparable only to 
the war-born verb ‘‘ camouflage.’’ In the 
first week of November, 1880, the tenantry 
on Lord Erne’s estate, for which Captain 
Boycott was agent, demanded reducticns 
which would have brought the rents under 
‘‘Griffith’s valuation.”’ Boycott’s reply 
was a refusal, and his own, as well as 
Lord Erne’s, tenantry forthwith put into 
effect the advice which Mr. Parnell had 
given a few weeks before in a speech 
delivered at Ennis. Immediately Boycott 
was virtually ostracised, socially and com- 
mercially.

Exciting “Gimes. 


Wild excitement broke out al] over the 
West of Ireland, especially in Co. Mayo. 
Notices threatening the life of Boycott 
were posted up, and from November Ist 
he could only go about under the protec- 
tion of armed police. No local trader 
would serve him with provisions, which 
had to be conveyed to him from a distance 
by steamer, and as the days passed his 


crops were seen rotting in the fields. By 
the 12th of November a relief expedition 
came from Co. Cavan to save such of the 
harvest as had escaped decay, Grave fears 
were entertained that they ‘would be 
ambushed en route, but a strong protect- 
ing force of soldiers averted any collision. 
For years afterwards Lough Mask House 
had to be defended day and night. Boy- 


icotting henceforth became the popular 


weapon against the Irish landlords, their 
agents and employés; and Mr. John 
Dillon, in a speech at Cashel on 19th 
November, gave it the benediction of his 
party when he told his hearers: ‘‘ You 
have yet to study a branch of the new 
land Jaw, known as boycotting.’’ Two 
years later men of letters gave the word 
their sanction, and Sir Leslie Stephen, in 
his life of Swift, when dealing with the 
‘‘Drapier’s Letters,” wrote: “ Briefly, 
the halfpence [Wood’s] were to be boy-

Che Linen Hall. 


The other day, as I passed along Bolton 
street, my attention was drawn to the 
Linen Hall, and, since I knew little of its 
history, I went away, and thereafter 
consulted an ancient tome which tells the 
story of the architectural remains of 
Dublin’s commercial prosperity. In 1711, 
I learned, Parliament passed an Act ap- 
pointing a board of trustees for linen and 
hempen manufactures, and granted 
£20,000 per annum to encourage the trade. 
In 1726 the Linen Hall was opened for 
business, and became the centre of the 
linen trade. Here manufacturers brought 
their finished works for sale, and English 
merchants came to purchase them. For a 
century it remained the centre for dis- 
tribution of the Irish linen trade. Indeed, 
the value of the business done in the Linen 
Hall during the years 1812 to 1816 was 
£5,250,000. In 1826 Parliament reduced 
its subsidy to £10,000, and finally 
abolished it altogether. Thereafter the 
trade gradually deserted Dublin and 
centred in Belfast.

Al Forgotten Irishman. 


This year there was unyeiled at Canter- 
bury a memorial to R. H. Barham, the 
author of the Ingoldsby Legends. This 
should serve as a reminder to Irishmen 
that a similar honour was paid to William 
Maginn. Professor Saintsbury has classed 
him with Theodore Hook and Barham as 
one of the three great humorists of the 
early nineteenth century. Thackeray has 
immortalised him as the brilliant and 
versatile “ Captain Shandon’’ in “ Pen- 
dennis.” A man of immense learning, his 
writings cover a multitude of topics, and 
his Homeric Ballads have been a source of 
| contention among critiég from the days of

| An Adventurous Career, 


The Earl of Dundonald, who has just 
celebrated his seventy-ninth year, comes 
of an adventurous family. The twelfth of 
his line, he himself has had many ad: 

His grandfather was respon- 
sible for the liberation of Chile from 
Spanish rule, and his father also had a 
career of adventure. 
went straight from Eton into the Army, 
and during his early service he carried 
the despatches telling of the death of 
General Gordon. He was also one of the 
force sent to the relief of Ladysmith 
in 1900, and was a member of the Nile 
Expeditionary Force. During the War he 
succeeded, after an exasperating delay of 
two years, in persuading the Government 
to make use of the smoke screen, an‘ idea 
invented by his father and perfected by 
himself.

Then and Now. 


In these days of highly scientific and 
hygienic hospital service it is salutary to 
cast our minds back to the late eighteenth 
century, when The House of Industry in 
Dublin (from which were evolved the 
Richmond, Hardwicke and Whitworth 
Hospitals) housed ‘‘a seething mass of 
young and old, poor and wicked, sane and 
mad.’’ The institution, indeed, was a 
mixture of workhouse. lunatic asylum and 
hospital, but with no separation of age, 
or sex, or kind. In an account of some of 
the wards we find that in 24 single beds 
were 48 females, all lunatics; yet the 
ward was not considered crowded at that 
time. At the same period 24 mendicant 
cells were used by 4,000 beggars annually, 
all of these licensed to beg—in fact, 
punished for going without a badge. These 
unhappy details are in sharp contrast to 
the fine work done by the Dublin hospitals 
to-day,

The 
technique was well-night perfect, and the 
interpretation was of that delightfully in- 
timate character that brought out all the 
inner meaning of the work, with its infinite 
little changes of shape and shadow. 
Beethoven piece, however, served but as a 
prelude to his handling of the Brahms 
Sonata in F Minor, Here, as he developed 
first one movement and then another, one felt 
that here was reached the pinnacle of achieve- 
ment. One was swept along in the sheer 
beauty of the music; first, of the opening 
movement, delivered with a noble breadth of 
vision «nd touch, then through the exquisite 
phrases of the Andante, until one was 
whirled away into the spiritland of the 
scherzo, where, in fancy. one followed the 
dancing sprites in their merry tripping along 
the keyboard. . . 

The retrospective mood of the intermezzo 
was wonderfully caught, and then the pianist 
moved on to a beautifully-paced rendering of 
the final movement, with its fascinating treat- 
ment of a homely little theme. The whole 
effort was consummate art. 

In a later group M. Moiseiwitsch played 
Ravel’s familiar ‘‘Jeux d’Eau,’’ with its 
tumbling musical cascades, and Debussy’s 
“ Four Preludes.’’ Here, again, one mar- 
velled at the artistry of the pleyer, who 
brushed lightly through the technical diffi- 
culties of Debussy and brought out all the 
méaning of the works. 

One almost felt the atmospheric upheaval 
in ‘‘Le Vent dans la Plaine,’’ whilst the 
lovely melodic line of ‘‘ La Fille aux Cheveux 
de Lin ” was drawn in pure liquid tone. 

As an illustration of perfect technique 
nothing could have strrpassed his treatment 
of the ** Ravel Toccata.”’ 

The Chopin-Liszt group with which the 
afternoon recital concluded, afforded the 
pianist opportunity for a full display of his gifts 
He caught all the romantic spirit of Chopin ex- 
pressed in the beautiful Barcarolle, and in the 
contrasting Preludes in E minor and G sharp 
minor, and swept on to a triumphant con- 
clusion in his superb treatment of ‘‘ La Cam- 
panella ” of Liszt. 

In the evening M. Moiseiwitsch included in 
his recital the Liszt arrangement of Bach’s 
organ fantasia and fugue in G minor, three 
Chopin Etudes and a Nocturne and Ballade, 
and pieces by Travinsky, Medtner and 
Balakirew.

The Couneil of the Salvation Army last

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Widespread interest is 
two questions which Mr, Campbell, K.C., 
the Nationalist leader in the Senate, 
intends to ask when the Upper House 
assembles to-morrow.

much in the same position as District 
Justices in the Free State. Protests have 
been made against curtailing the power of 
the ordinary magistrates, and 
Mimistry of Home Affairs has promise 
nat to clip their judicial wings further. 

The Leader of Senate has also been 
asked to state the number of district 
inspectors, head constables, sergeants, and. 
constables who have been’ appointed to the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary, and how many 
of them are Roman Catholics. 

In this connection it may be of interest 
to note that when the force was cén- 
stituted it was virtually boycotted by ‘the 
Roman Catholics themselves, and the 
numbers of that, faith who joined ib in 
the beginning were very few. ‘The 
arrangement made when the force was set 
up was that « third of its personnel should 
be of the Roman Catholic persuasion, but 
as this quota was not reached, the 
vacancies were filled by others. 

The Constabulary is highly “paid, 
sergeants getting up to about £350 per 
annum, with other ranks in propartion, 
so that there are naturally plenty of re- 
cruits for the force. The total aost ‘s 
somewhere in the region of a ?million 
pounds a year. 


NOT FOLLOWING WESTMINSTER. 


In two important matters the Northern 
Government has got out of step with the 
Imperial Administration. These are rent 
restriction and education. It wall be re- 
ealled that the rents on houses án Ulster 
with a valuation of between £26: and £52 
were de-controlled, although corttinued in 
Great Britain, with the result tihat rents 
soared at the earliest possible moment in 
the Six (Counties, causing discontent 
among the householders affecterl, as they 
were placed in an inferior psition to 
people “ across the water.” 

With regard to education, Ulster bas its 
own laws, beginning with the Londonderry 
Act of 1923, which has been ‘amended so 
much that it has lost its origing:! character. 


The proposal of the Labour Government | 
at Westminster to raise the sehool-leaving_ 


age to fifteen years has not met with the

Many months ago it was stated that 
farmers were opposed to raising the age, 
as they required their boys in the field, 
and even at present there is difficulty in 
getting pupils to attend “regularly at 
school. The extra cost is probably the 
most important consideration.

POPPY-SNATCHING., 


BATON CHARGE IN 
SACKVILLE STREET.

The eve of Armistice Dav was marked in 
Dublin bv poppy-snatching, which in several 
cases led to exchanges oí blows, and to some 
ugly scenes in Upper Sackville street. 

At about eleven o'clock last night, aíter 
the dispersal of a crowd that was accom- 
panving a band, several persons who wore 
Flanders poppies were assaulted in Upper 
Sackville street. The excitement was in- 
creased by the sound of explosions resembling 
the discharge of revolvers. Some of the 
molested persons were pursued into shops 
and other pvemises. During the stone- 

throwing the glass in a tramcar was broken. 

Police, under Superintendent O’Connor 
and Inspector Maher, dispersed the crowd 
with batons. No arrests were made.

PORTS AND HARBOURS TRIBUNAL.

THE NATIONAL LEAGUE IN THE NORTH 

Speaking at a National League meeting at 
SIX MILECROSS last Sunday, Mr. H. K. 
McAleer, M.P., said that it was rumoured 
that English statesmen, in their desire to 
effect economies, were anxious to get rid of 
the financial incubus of the six counties, and 
that a sort of National Assembly was sug- 
gested as a solution for the unification of the 
country, with the Northern Government, as 
now constituted, having equal voting power 
with the Free State. ‘The Catholics and 
Nationalists of the six counties, even if they 
had to continve to suffer their present dis- 
abilities, would never agree to the North- 
Eastern area having a “‘fifty-fifty’’ rower in a 
National Parliament, as théy knew too well 
what effect such a solution would have 
throughout all Ireland, while the unfortunate 
minority m the North would be relentlessly 
persecuted without being afforded even a ray 
of hope for justice and fair play.

The Chair- 
man (Mr. Doris)—The railway is a more ac- 
commodating service to the farmers than the 
lorries or "buses, because without the railway 
it would be difficult to get our cattle to the 
markets in Dublin. Mr. Power said that 
there appeared to be an erroneous impression 
among ratepayers that the roads were being 
entirely maintained through grants from the 
Road Fund. The fact was that for every 
£100 expended on them the ratepayers con- 
tributed £EC and the fund £40.

JOURNEY TO BE RESUMED

Escorted by a fleet of fifty aeroplanes and 
seaplanes, the giant German fiying boat, 
the Do X, arrived at Calshot yesterday with 
a crew of fifteen and more than twenty 
passengers. The machine, which is to fly to 
the United States, had left the Zuider Zee 

., and reached Calshot just after 

.3O p.m. 

Mr. Dornier, the designer, and Captain 
Christiansen, the aactsailar, were welcomed, 
on behalf of the Air Ministry, by Air Vice- 
Marshal Lamb, other officials, and representa- 
tives from the German Embassy. 

Dr. Tilgenkamp, who acted as liaison 
officer, told a reporter that after. leaving 
Amsterdam something went slightly wrong 
with the oil-cooler, and, rather than take any 
risks, it was decided to come down in the 
Zuider Zee and carry out repairs. 

“We had on board three women—lady 
Drummond Hay, Mrs. Dornier, wife of Dr. 
Dornier, and Mrs. Burgerhaut, wife of the 
Director of Aviation in Holland. The 
machine was so steady that there was 
scarcely any movement of glasses on the 
table.”’ 

Dr. Tilgenkamp said that their present in- 
tention was to stay at Calshot until Thursday. 
when they hoped to leave for Bordeaux and 
make, another stage from there to Lisbon. 
“We are determined,” he said, “to com- 
plete the flight to the United States, pre- 
vided that the weather conditions are at all 
favourable.” . 

Dr. Dornier, designer of Do.-X, motored 
to London with the Master of Sempill. In a 
statement issued to a reporter last night he 
said that he was returning to Calshot to-day, 
when he would show the machine to the Air 
Minister, officials and others.

The report of the Government of India 
on the situation in th’+ coun‘ry down to 
November 8th states that im internal 
India the reports do not show :.ay great 
change in the situation. 

In.Madras the number of prosecutions 
is now normal, and there is a steady flow 
of apologies from those previously 
convicted. 

In Bengal the civil disobedience move- 
ment shows diminished signs of life, 
except for sporadic manifestations of 
lawlessness in a few areas. 

Discipline in jails is rather better than 
it was, but is still unsatisfactory. 

Two local Governments report un- 
willingness on the part of house-owners 
to lease their’ premises to Congress 
organisations. 

There is little to record regarding the 
civil disobedience movement in the 
Bombay Presidency. During the past 
week there has been further defiance of 
orders of authorities in Bombay City, re- 
sulting in clashes with the police.

The situation on the Stock Market 
formed the principal subject of discussion 
at this morning’s Council of.

The two bills approved by this morn- 
ing’s Council of Ministers with a view to 
the protection of the banking system are 
intended (1) to facilitate and regulate 
the creation of investment companies so 
as to allow the small investor the maxi- 
mum of security, and (2) to increase the 
guarantees of bondholders by organising 
their representation in respect of com- 
panies to whose issues they have sub- 
scribed.

There are over 3,000 voluntary relief com- 
mittees at work the whole year round. The 
Legion, too, helps ex-Service families to 
emigrate, assists them in their pensions diffi- 
culties, maintains a fine sanatorium for the 
tuberculous, and helps blinded men through 
St. Dunstan’s, which receives an annual grant 
from the Poppy Day collections. The Legion 
helps in numerous other ways, but the volume 
and consequently the value of its work 1s 

overned by the amount contributed to the 

Rene Day appeal. Last year the fine total 
of £598,000 was contributed by a generous- 
hearted British public, but, as the need 1s 
so much greater this year, may I very 
earnestly beg of everyone to pay even more 
generously for their poppies this year, so that, 
if possible, the income from this years 
Poppy Day appeal may equal the need?

THE AMERICAN ELECTIONS AND 


PROHIBITION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The far-flung declarations in the 
world Press that the anti-drys won the 
elections in the United States and that 
prohibition is doomed are, of course, far- 
fetched. The defeat of a number of 
Republicans and the election of certain 
Democrats is no indication that prohibition 
has been defeated. In a. large number of 
cases dry Democrats take the place of dry 
Republicans. 

apie, the statement that the Democratic 
Party is the Wet Party and the Republican 
Party the Dry Party is also quite incorrect. 
There have always been drys and wets in 
both parties, and the question of prohibition, 
from first to last, has been a non-party one. 
When the Prohibition Amendment was finally 
assed by Congress there voted in the Senate 
or prohibition 36 Democrats and 
Republicans, as against 8 Democrats and 12 
tepublicans. In the House of Representa- 
tives .the vote was—for prohibition 141 
Democrats and 137 Republicans, as against 
64 Democrats and 62 Republicans. The re- 
turns to hand show the wets to have secured 
(and this with a number of recounts in the 
offing) in the Senate 18 votes (two less than 
before), and in the House of Representatives 
135, which is only nine more than previously. 
The drys are thus left with an overwhelming 
majority in both Houses of Congress. 

The result of the elections is also stated 
to be a defeat for Mr. Hoover, and a com- 
parison is made with the defeat of President 
Wilson on the peace question; but it must 
be admitted that the h goir of Nations 1s 
a lasting memorial to the clear-sightedness 
and determination of Mr. Wilson. So the 
stabilisation and enforcement of national 
prohibition in the United States, which 
destroyed Rum Row. gave protection from 
the rum-runners on the frontiers of Canada 
and Mexico, and have brought increased 
benefits to the citizens of that great country 
(releasing millions of dollars from waste to 
more worthy purposes), stand at least to the 
credit of Mr. Hoover and his administration, 
irrespective of the recent election resvilts, 
about which the wets cannot be too gratified.

THE CARRYING TRADE.

Sir,—Writing on the subject of protection 
in to-day’s issue, you ask: ‘‘ What would 
the Free State offer in return for a butter 
quota?’ As your question implies that the 
Free State enjoys a completely free trade 
with Great Britain, I suggest that the 
inonopoly of the carrying. trade to and from 
this country and Great Britain forms a tariff 
which is a considerable set-off against the 
freedom of her market. What it appears to 
lose in free trade, Great Britain makes up in 
sea trade. Until recently her mercantile 
marine trade was so valuable that she could 


land. Her Customs houses were Afloat, 

Everything that leaves the Free State for 
Great Britain is carried in a British. ship. 
From the North Wall alone 800,000 head of 
cattle leave annually. All these go in British 
ships, and at about three times, the pre-war 
rate. The figures for the carrying trade of 
everything that enters the Free State are not 
obtainable,. because the shipping companies 
refuse to give them; but the money paid for 
freight —— to Great Britain by the Free 
State annually amounts to millions—enough, 
anyway, to pay for a butter quota.

Armistice Day. 


To-day, for the twelfth time since the 
Great War ended, the two minutes’ silence 
will hush the world. Twelve years have 
changed the throngs which will pay the 
punctual service at innumerable cenotaphs. 
Many have been reunited with their dead; 
in most time has dulled the bitterness of 
bereavement; many, who were children 
then, have acquired in manhood the new 
outlook of a new age. Yet the spirit of 
Armistice Day has not changed. 
remains a solemn celebration of one of 
the most tremendous events in history; 
a national tribute, profoundly moving, to 
those by whose valour the nation survives ; 
a renewed expression of love and prido 
by millions of individuals; an annual 
stirring of the guarded perfume that 
awakens, fragrant and poignant, a 
thousand memories. As Sunday’s Services 
showed, and as to-day will show in Dublin 
and throughout the five Continents, 
Armistice Day is strengthening rather 
than losing its hold upon the peoples of 
the British Empire. Of the day itself, 
as of those whom it honours, we may say 
that ‘‘age shall not weary it nor the 
years condemn.”” The appeal of its un- 
dying sentiment throws, like the speech 
of Pericles, a confident challenge at time. 
Perhaps, we may acquit the present 
British ‘Government of any intentional 
slight upon the dead, but the moment and 
manner of its decree that formal courtesies 
to tombs and cenotaphs might cease were 
unfortunate; and the country’s anger was 
significant. Now or hereafter no Govern- 
ment may dare to tamper with a trust 
go sacred and so gracious. Even if love 
should fail—and it will not fail—the 
nations could not afford to forget 
Armistice Day. Its annual observance 
provides a golden link between them, and 
is a majestic sermon—preached from one 
pulpit to all the world—against the crime 
of future wars. Soon for a new genera- 
tion the only material traces of the Great 
War will be the graves and visible records 
of the dead. These, preserved for all time, 
and visited in annual piety, will be for 
mankind a common heritage and a common 
Furthermore—a purpose that 
will pass, but is vital now—our tribute 
to the dead recalls our duty to the living. 
In Dublin to-day, and throughout Ireland, 
men will march to once familiar music 
whose existence since they came, unscathed 
or blasted, through the furnace of war 
has been a desperate struggle for bare 
food and shelter. Armistice Day reminds 
us—and, if we shut our thoughts upon 
that reminder, can we honour the Day 
with a clear conscience ?—of our debt not 
only to these men’s valour in war, but to 
their even grimmer valour in peace. 
How sleep the brave, who sink to rest, 
By all their country’s wishes blest. 

Yes; but the brave who have survived to 
fight a losing battle with hunger and sick- 
ness—will mere wishes help them?

Germany and World Trade. 

Germany is girding her loins for a struggle 
to regain her old place among the com- 
mercial nations, Such an ambition calls 
for tremendous effort, since the Father- 
land is oppressed with an unemployment 
roll that is already huge and is expected 
to become huger stil] within the next few 
months. During October the dismal roll 
increased by 260,000 to 3,250,000, of whom

in advance to accept its finding. The 
award is hailed as the first step in a 
general lowering of the costs of pro- 
duction in German industries. It was 
dictated, as the arbitrators admit, by 
‘the knowledge of certain steps for the 
lowering of food prices which already have 
been inaugurated, and in the confident 
expectation that a general cheapening of in- 
dustrial products, as well as of comestibles, 
will be prosecuted further with the utmost 
energy in all responsible  quarters.’’ 
Evidently, therefore, the Government pro- 
poses to take drastic measures to secure 
cheaper food for the worker, so that the 
effect of the wage-cut may be annulled. 
If autocratic action does not throw the 
entire economic system out of joint, costs 
of production will be brought far below the 
level- that prevails elsewhere throughout 
Europe, and Germany will become a 
formidable competitor in the world’s 
markets. | 

Germany’s re-entrance to the commercia] 
ring will be a heavy blow to nations 
whose prosperity is confronted © with 
similar, if less insistent, handicaps. 
Britain’s steel industry is bound to suffer 
unless, under a more enlightened and less 
concessive Government than her present 
Administration, she can take decisive and 
manly steps to meet the added competi- 
tion. The United States, whose troubles 
are manifold, will find increased difficulty 
in the recovery of their European markets. 
To France and Italy, perhaps, the conse- 
quences will be less serious, but no less 
perturbing. Actually, Germany’s decision 
is an example to every Power; for it re- 
veals a strength of purpose, a high 
patriotism and a willinghess to revert to 
common-sense as a substitute for unpro- 
gressive disputation. The modern world is 
top-heavy with social and economic theory. 
When all hds been said, the science of 
trade is based on the principles that 
governed it three hundred years ago— 
principles which no amount of ratiocina- 
tion can occlude. If Germany chooses to 
unwrap these venerable principles from 
their twentieth-century shroudings, and to 
put them into practice, she will earn the 
congratulation of every man who sees 
straightly. It may be that political diffi- 
culties will retard the success of her 
experiment. Otherwise, in the vulgar 
phrase, she will deserve all that she gets. 
Her action, perhaps, will be more than an 
example to the nations; it may be a 
lesson. 


Control] of Oil. 


From time to time a struggle between 
the large oil groups allows the public to 
buy petrol cheaply. One of these conflicts 
has arisen to-day in the United States, and 
its sphere of operations, according to the 
New York Correspondent of The Times, 
is likely to be extended into Asia. For 
about two years the Shell Union Oil 
Corporation, acting as the agent of the 
Royal Dutch-Shell group, has been con- 
ducting an intensive competition against 
local interests in the eastern States of the 
American Kepublic. This campaign has 
received much help from the development 
of an economic source of supply in Vene- 
zuela, and now the American companies, 
who are feeling the pinch acutely, have 
decided to retaliate. The Export 
Petroleum Association, 
whose function is to co-ordinate prices of 
American oil in foreign markets, has 
cancelled its price-list to enable American 
exporters to carry the war into the 
enemy’s country—in this case India, the 
Straits Settlements and the Far East. A 
definite victory to either side is not im- 
mediately probable, but we believe that 


ultimately the Americans will be the losers. 


in the war of the world’s oil supply. Even 
now their resources do not permit them to 
present a wholly united front. Several 
companies have demanded a tariff of a 
dollar a barrel on foreign oil, but the 
Senate, under pressure from American 
importers, has rejected the demand. The 
whole situation is of vital consequence ; 
for in another ten or twenty years the 
nation that can control the world’s oil will 
possess all the advantages which, at the 
beginning of the industrial era, Britain 
derived from the South Wales coalfields. 
Britain again is fortunate, since her hold- 
ings in the Anglo-Persian oil concessions 
will give het a predominant place. It is 
no exaggeration to say that the Zagros 
range must be numbered with Gibraltar 
-and the Suez Canal as a key-point. of 
empire which may never be abandoned.

Resentment. 


At the Home Office to-day the officials

The Cenotaph. 


The usua] pilgrimage to the Cenotaph 
began to-day, and when, during the after- 
noon, a queue formed, it was estimated 
that people were passing at the rate of 
something like six hundred an hour.

Everything points to a greater and more 
imposing commemoration to-metrow than 
there has been for some time, and the 
police are making preparations to deal 
with enormous crowds in the neighbour- 
hood of Whitehall and Westminster. It 
would appear that interest in Armistice 
Day tends to increase rather than to 
decline. 


Dissension in the Cabinet. 


In the Lobby of the House of Commons 
to-day there was some discussion about 
the denial of Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and 
Mr. Philip Snowden that there were 
serious differences in opinion between 
them.

The Prince of Wales, broadcasting a 
talk on Poppy Day last night, said that 
twelve years was a long space of time, 
and if there was a feeling nowadays that 
the time had come to forget the War, with 
its agonismg recollections, it was, perhaps, 
not, entirely unnatural, 

‘There is, however, one aspect of the 
War which to thinking people should pre- 
vent its lapse into the hmbo of things 
past and forgotten, and that is our debt 
of honour to the survivors,’’ he said. 

LORD HAIG’S GREAT WORK. 

In a tribute to Lord Haig’s work for ex- 
Service men, the Prince said: ‘‘ Can you 
think that in 1918 there was in England 
4 man with a more fatigued brain and 
hody than Haig. Personally, I cannot, 
but Haig loved the men with whom he had 
tought, and quite oblivious of his own 
need for rest, spared no effort to make 
their lot a better one right up to the very 
moment of his untimely death in 1928. 

“To his sympathy and clear fore- 
ugitedness we owe Poppy Day. He 
realised, of course, tha; while we must 
ever remember the dead, we should never 
forget the men who came back. The need 
of thousands of the men who came back 
was a very terrible one, deserving of all 
oir sympathy. The country was beset

A FRENCH WITNESS. 
M. Louis Alphonse Maillet, a French 


R101 flying over Poix Aerodrome, was 
examined at the outset. He said that he 
was Bae SAS in the aerodrome and was 
roused by the noise of the airship’s 
motors. He saw the lights of the ship, 
which was about 200 metres from the 
aerodrome, and he formed the impression 
that she was struggling very hard against 
the wind. When = first saw her she was 
not more than 120 to 150 metres above 
the ground. 

With the aid of a model, M. Maillet 
demonstrated the height of the airship 
as it appeared to him. 

Sir John Simon—Referring to the 
demonstration—The distance from the 
ground is less than the length of the 
dirigible. 

M. Maillet—O, yes. 

Sir John Simon observed that M. 
Maillet saw only the lights, and not the 
outline of the ship, and, therefore, it 
would be rash to draw any confident 
deduction 

Colonel Outram, Director of Aeronautical 
Inspection, told how Major Bishop came 
to be on R101. ‘‘ He had been very 
anxious to go on the flight,’’ said Colonel 
Outram. ‘* As a matter of fact, it was a 
question of whether he or I should go: I 
agreed that he should go.’’ 


MR. McWADE’S EVIDENCE. 


Sir John Simon referred to a bundle of 
inspection ‘‘ chits,’’ and said that it was 
due to everyone to say that they were in 
admirable order. He questioned Mr, F. 
McWade, who is in charge of the Inspec- 
tion Department at Cardington in regard 
to the “ chits.’’ 

Letters that had passed between Mr. 
McWade and Colonel Richmond, designer 
of the airship, showed that Mr. McWade 
had asked that valves should be treated 
with hydrogen gas, and that Colonel 
Richmond did not accept the suggestion. 
In reply to Sir John Simon, Mr. 
McWade said that after he had sent his 
letter of warning about the airship, which 
was read to the Court on Friday last, he 
took no further part in the discussion that 
followed on it. He added that the report 
had never been brought to his notice, that 
in riding at the mast in a storm the ship 
rolled, and the valve of a gas bag was 
found to be opening.

WHY THE START WAS MADE. 


Squadron-Leader Booth, after having 
spoken of his experience on the trial flight 
of R101, on June 27th, said that the ship 
appeared to be bumping rather a lot, which 
he attributed to the slow speed. In the 
afternoon it was difficult to keep her at 
1,000 or 1,200 feet, and Flight-Lieutenant 
Irwin seemed to think that the gas valves 
were giving trouble, 
Sir John Simon—Do you think the trial 
of the modified R101 before she started 
to India was adequate? 
The Witness—I think that the officers 
concerned, with more experienc> of that 
ship than I have, and Major Scott, with 
more experience of airships generally, were 
quite satisfied with the ship, and were 
confident in her and in her crew. At the 
same time, I feel that their agreement to 
leave was biassed by the fact of the 
Imperial- Conference, and because it was 
the psychological moment for the airship 
to carry the Secretary of State to India 
and back. This biassed their judgment in 
agreeing to fly. —If the Imperial Con- 
ference had not been on, I feel confident 
that they wouid have insisted on more 
trials, as was done in the case of R 100 
before she went to Canada. 
The witness added that he remembered 
the ship’s being pulled out of a steep dive 
at the rehearsal over Hendon. 
In reply to further questions. he said 
that the degree and rate of loss of gas ya 
quite abnormal. Under the conditions in 
which R101 was flying on the Friday and 
Saturday it would have been impossible 
to get to India.

FEW LETTERS RETURNED. 

I understand that while many thousands 
of tickets have passed through the post, 
a number have been held up under this 
general regulation, which applies to the 
whole British Post Office. The regulations 
in regard to lotteries were made applicable 
to the Northern Ireland Post Office several 
years ago by warrant of the Governor, as 
the Northern Post Office is still a reserved 
service, and connected with the. British 
postal service. 

When asked how many letters in connec- 
tion with the Dublin ‘‘ sweep”’ had been 
held up, an official would not give any in- 
formation, but it was obvious that only a 
very small proportion of the total amount 
of tickets which have been sent through 
the post have been returned.

In order to make it clear, even at the 
risk of boring my readers, I shall have 
to recapitulate. The Imperial Conference 
of 1926.declared that it was no part of 
the policy of His Majesty’s Government 
in the United Kingdom to regulate the 
question of Privy @ouncil appeals other- 
wise than in accordance with the wishes | 
of the inhabitants of every individual 
Dominion. In other words, it said to the 
Dominions: “If you want Privy Council 
appeals, you can have them ; if you do nos 
want them, you can get rid of them when 
you choose.” So far, so yood. It so 
happened that the only Dominion that 
desired to take advantage of this conces- 
sion was the Irish Free State, but, by 
general ayreement, it. was arranged that 
nothing should be done until the next 
Conierence. 

What happened in the meanwhile is 
notorious. HK ree State citizens have exer 
cised their right to appeal, but have been 
‘double crossed’’ by the Government, 
which has discovered that it always can 
make a Supreme Court decision final by + 
special Act of the Oireachtas. Jt may not 
be exactly cricket. but then cricket is a 
foreign game. At the present Conference 
Mr. McGilligan has tried very hard to 
secure some kind of formal declaration 
enabling the Free State finally to prevent 
any citizen from petitioning for leave to 
appeal. or, in short, enabling the Free 
State Government to expunge Article 66 
from the Constitution, but he has failed. 
The Sankey Committee decided that the 
matter was beyond ifs were; so it 
handed it over to the heads of delegations, 
who now, I believe, have come to a like 
conclusion. At any rate, nothing will be 
done. 


ANGLO-IRISH TREATY INVOLVED. 
Article two of the Anglo-Ir:sh Treaty 
reads as follows:—‘‘ Subject to the provi- 
sions hereinafter set out, the position 
of the Irish Free State in relation to the 
Imperial Parliament and Government and 
otherwise shall be that of the Dominion 
of Canada, and the law, practice and con- 
stitutional usage governing the relation- 
ship of the Crown, of the representative of 
the Crown and of the Imperial Parliament 
to the Dominion of Canada shall govern 
their relationship to the Irish Free State. 
That seems to be clear enough. At the 
date when the Treaty became Jaw—and 
still to-day, for that matter—the right of 
appeal to the Privy Council was part of 
the ‘‘law, practice and constitutional 
usage” of the Dominion of Canada. 
Therefore, by virtue of the Treaty, apart 
altogether from the Free State Constitu- 
tion, that right is preserved to the citizen 
of Saorstat Eireann, 

This is the problem with which the 
Imperial Conference found itself faced, 
and it has decided to do _ nothing 
about it. The position remains pre- 
cisely what it was. The Free State 
citizen still has the right to appeal to the 
King in Council, but Mr. McGilligan has 
made it quite clear both to the Sankey 
Committee and to the heads of delegations 
that his Government will continue to 
resort to ex post facto legislation in order 
to thwart the petitions of appellants. 


A TEST CASE. 
What probably will happen is that the 
Free State Government will bring a test 
case one of these days, and will demand 
that Article 2 of the Treaty shall be inter- 
preted by an outside tribunal. Bound by 
the optional clause of the general Act, the 
Free State Government, which refused to 
make any reservations when Mr. 
MeGilligan appended his signature in 
Geneva last year, must take the 
matter to The Hague. Likewise, the 
British Government, which has expressly 
inter-Commonwealth disputes 
from international arbitrament, must 
refuse to go to The Hague,and probably will 


suggest the new Empire Tribunal. In 


the meanwhile Article 2 of the Treaty re- 
mains, Article 66 of the Constitution re- 
mains, but any Free State citizen who de- 
cides to exercise his rights under either 
or both of them will have Messrs. Blythe 
and McGilligan to reckon with. 


SOMETHING ATTEMPTED. 


On the only constitutional matter that 
really means something the Imperial Con- 
ference is about to enter a complete 
admission of failure, but in other respects 
it has done, or, rather, is about to do, 
something. The following communique 
was issued this evening :— The heads o! 
delegations met this afternoon at No. 10 
Downing street at 2.15 o'clock. Their 
final consideration of certain con- 
stitutional aspects of inter-imperial re- 
lations was continued and completed. 
Various reports from committees and sub- 
committees were received and dealt 
with.” 

So the constitutional aspects have been 
brought to an end, and, strange as 1t may 
seem, certain decisions have been taken. 
Of course. until the plenary Conferetice 
approves of them nothing will be final, but 
one may suggest some of the lines on which 
agreement is likely to be reached. 

One of the most important deals with 
the problem of nationality. The report 
of the Conference on the operation «f 
Dominions legislation—the famous O.D.L. 
Report-—established the fact that the 
various nations of the Commonwealth were 
faced with a position in which 1t was 
desirable that theory should be brought 
into line with practice. There were seven 
member States of the Commonwealth 
whose citizens had a kind of dual 
nationality. They were citizens of their 
individual States, some of which already 
had defined their own nationals, and at 
the same time they enjoyed a common 
status by virtue of the fact that they all 
were British subjects. 

In 1914 the British Government passed 
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_ 1922 did not possess the necessary qualifi- 
cations for British subjects as laid down 
in the Act of 1914. In order to 
regularise the te the Imperial Con- 
ference now will recommend that Articles 
73 to 78 of the O.D.L. report shall be 
adopted generally. 

Furthermore, it will recommend that if 
any changes are desired in the existing 
requirements of the common status of 
British subjects, whether they be 
Australians, Free Staters or merely 
Britons, such changes may be made only 
after consultation and agreement between 
all the members of the Commonwealth. 

The Conference will recognise the right 
of every Dominion to define its own 
nationals, but it will recommend that the. 
common status of all British subjects 
shall be maintained. For example, it 
would be highly undesirable that a 
foreigner could become naturalised in one 
Dominion more rapidly than in another or 
in Great Britain. What probably will 
happen is that the minimum requirements 
of the common status will be identical 
throughout the Commonwealth. In a 
word, we shall all be British subjects. 

In regard to the nationality of married 
women also, the Conference will make certain 
recommendations. At present a British 
woman loses her nationality when she marries 
a foreigner, and there are cases in which she 
is unable to acquire her husband’s nationality 
for some time. There is, therefore, a Atatus 
curing which a married woman has no 
nationality. She is what the Germans term 
heimatios, and is unable to get any kind of 
passport. This ene has been considered 
already at the Hague, and certain recom- 
mendations have been made, which are likely 
to be endorsed at the Imperial Conference. 

What the new system will amount to, 
roughly, is this. If a British woman marries 
a a tal she will retain her~ British 
nationality until she acquires that of her 
husband. Furthermore, if her husband 
should change his nationality during marriage, 
the wife will have the option of retaining 
her original status. 

The women’s associations were extremely 
anxious to obtain further concessions. For 
instance, they contended that a woman’s 
nationality should not follow that of her 
husband in any circumstances without her 
consent, but the Imperial Conference has not 
yet become sufficiently feminist in its outlook 
to grant this demand, and for the present 
the women must be content with the recom- 
mendations formulated at the Hague. 

The O.D.L. report will be approved by 
the Conference in all its essentials; the 
Colonial Laws Validity Act will be repealed 
as soon as the Canadian provinces make up 
their minds about it,and when Australia has 
had an opportunity to ratify the report. The 
rights of disallowance and reservation will go 
by the board. Nothing, however, will be 
done until resolutions of both Houses of all 
the Dominions’ Parliaments reach London 
requesting the British Government to intro- 
duce the necessary legislation. It is hoped 
that these resolutions will be ready by July 
or August of next year, in which event the 
new legislation will take effect as from 
December ist, 1931. 


SUCCESSION TO THE THRONE. 

The only other matter of importance, which 
also is contained in the O.D.L. report, is 
the question of the succession to the Throne 
and the Royal style and titles. The Confer- 
ence will recommend that no change should 
be made in respect of either without the con- 
sent of all the members of the Commonwealth 
Put brieflv. what this decision means is that 
Great Britain cannot declare a Republic in 
London without the consent of every Domi- 
nion. including the Trish Free State. and that 
the King will remain His Britannic Majesty. 
When Mr. Shaw wrote “Back to Methuse- 
Jan ’’ he seems te have been a prophet after 
all. 

We may say farewell to constitutional pro- 
blems. The net result of all the talk and fuss 
of the Jast six weeks is very trifling. The 
whole thing, one feels, might have been done 
by a couple of Foreign Office clerks, but the 
old Empire will muddle threugh somehow. 

The next item on the agenda is the Graham 
reports. Will Messrs. Bennett. and Scullin 
return to their Dominions bringing their 
sheaves back with them, or will they get their 
quota, Yuren sabe? Canada may be offered a 
wheat quota, but I gather that it will not be 
what Mr. Bennett would like it tobe. It 
almost certainly will be based on world prices. 
Now Russia is the country that will be the 
determining factor in wheat prices within a 
few vears. The Bolsheviks are increasing 
their number of motor tractors rapidly—get- 
ting a fair preportion from Cork—and they 
hope to have a quarter of a million of these 
machines in tne next three or four years. 
With a sufficient number of tractors, the 
Russians can increase their wheat output 
almost indefinitely. So poor Mr. Bennett 
may find that his quota will give him a very 
small advantage, if Canada’s exporters are 
forced to accept Russian prices. However, 
we shall see 

Mr. J. H. Thomas has told the world that 
some economic results will be achieved at the 
' Conference. and he ought to know. Let us 
hope that they will be more imposing than 
the constitutional results. They could not bé 
much less,

“ever the power of the German Army in 
offensive or even in defence.’’ 


THE LION OF ARGONNE. 

General Gouraud, “ the lion of the 
Argonne,’’ who is now Military Governor 
of Paris, after commanding the French on 
Gallipoli, where he lest an arm, and 
taking a brilliant part in the final opera- 
tions, said :—‘‘I have before now spoken 
of the glory of the deathless Dublins in 
the Gallipoli campaign, but on this occa- 
sion I want to go further, and pay my 
tribute, both personally and on behalf of 
the French Army and people, to the men 
of Ireland who made the great sacrifice 
for the common cause. 

“The French villagers who lived 
through those days with your Irish 
soldiers, and saw them fight stubbornly 
every inch of ground, have learned to 
know the merits of your men, and I know 
they are with me to-day in the tribute I 
pay in their name to your Irish heroes. 
The whole French nation hopes that the 
Irish people will never cease to honour 
the men who died so nobly on all the 
fronts, and we are with you in spirit to- 
day in paying tribute at your shrines in 
Jreland, just as we shall be present in 
the flesh to pay tribute to your heroes, 
along with our own, in the France we love, 
the France they gave their ‘lives to save 
from German domination.”’

Let them not forget the con- 
stant lesson of the great Victorian age, of 
the silver lining to every cloud.

The Prime Minister (Mr. iiamsay Mac- 
donald), responding, said that the constitu- 
tion of our pire, the relations between the 
various parts, must change as time goes on, 
and it is proof of out signal success that 
round about us gather to-night not the heads 
of Colonies, not the heads of subordinate 
Dominions, but men, like ourselves, who de- 
mand the responsibility, and the recognition 
of that responsibility, of independence. 

Turning to the Impérial Conk = 
said: Among other objects discussed at the 
Conference, we have n consiuering what 
are the functions, or what may be the 
functions, of our Ambassadors in foreign 
States. We have been planning stability, 
based upon mutual confidence and trust. 
Much of our time has been taken up in 
devising ways of mutual helpfulness in the 
sphere of industry and markets. The markets 
are the goal, and my trouble has been to gee 
to it that Mr. Bennett and Mr. Forbes do 
not run away with too much of the “ swag.”’ 
(Laughter.) The subject is beset with a very 
clearly fixed limit, but 1 am hopeful. 

We have settled down to this business, 
not in propaganda phrases, but in the frame 
of ind of hard-headed business men, to see 
that inter-Imperial agreements are good ior 
us, and that inter-lmperial agreements may 
be of mutual helpfulness ,and may extend ali 
over the Empire, and strengthen us in the 
struggle we have to engage in for the 
eccnomic and spirituai existence of this great 
community of nations. 

Referring to the Round-Table Conference, 
the Prime Minister said:—With the Indian 
representatives, and with their Princes, we 
shall be engaged in the same task of broaden- 
ing liberty, so that we may live with them 
under the same Crown, they enjoying the 
freedom in self-government which is essential 
for national! self-respect and contentment. 

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 

Discussing foreign affairs, Mr. Macdonald 
said that while the world has been going 
through great upheavals His Majesty's 
Gievernment has been doing everything it 
can, with a gentle, leading hand, to establish 
tranquillity where hitherto tranquillity had 
not heen. . It has advanced itself a 
positive policy of peace and settlement, based 
on regotiation and confidence. 

Tn a reference to Geneva, he said the old 
Adam ‘is still rampant. This country, while 
perfectly prepared to lead the way, looks 
behind at the same time that it looks before it, 
and wants to know what other nations are 
following it. because it cannot allow itself to 
be isolated in the risks that it is taking to 
secure peace. i 

UNEMPLOYMENT. Bee 

Oí the problem oí unemployment, he said— 
It is not a local affair, or a Governm 
affair: it is not a tariff policy. The causes 
that have brought about the present state of 
industrial distress are independent of Govern- 
ments, independent of tariff policies. A vast 
improvement in our marketing, to bring pro- 
ducer and consumer together, must be under- 
taken, and the Dominions, by agreement 
with us which embodies an advantage to 
both, must join hands with us to lay 
economic foundations worthy of the spiritual 
inheritance which is ours in common. 
(Cheers.) It is a heavy task, and cannot 
be done by witches and wizards and jerry- 
builders. That must enlist the co-operation 
of the most practical intelligence and business 
experience of the nation. Its result must be: 
studied, as well as its immediate appearances. 
His Majesty’s Government makes that ap- 
peal to the whole nation. 

Mr. Tom Shaw, Minister for War, also re- 
sponded. 

THE IMPERIAL PROBLEM. 

The Lord Chancellor (Lord Sankey) re- 
sponded to the toast of “ The Lord High 
Chancellor, His Majesty's Judges, and the 
Bar of England.” He referred to certain con- 
stitutional questions which have been engag- 
ing the attention of the Imperial Conference 
in the. past few weeks. At the Conference 
in 1926, he said, the late Lord Balfour made 
his famous declaration, that the self-govern- 
ing communities composing Great Britain and 
the Dominions are autonomous communities 
within the British Empire, equal in 
status, and in no way subordinate 
one to another in any aspect of 
their domestic or external affairs, though 
united by a common allegiance to the Crown 
and freely associated as members of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. There is 
no desire and no intention to alter a single 
word in it, or a single implication to be 
derived from it. 

Our present problem has been to translate 
these general phrases into concrete practice 
and to harmonise equality of status with 
unity of Empire. In my view, we ought not 
to attempt to crystallise our relationship in 
too many formal documents. We are free 
and independent units, knit together by 
mutual co-operation and mutual desire to help 
one another; but while we claim free- 
dom for ourselves, we must not forget to 
allow others to enjoy a similar freedom. Even 
if, therefore, there may be some of the 
Dominions who, as a result of the 1926 de- 
claration, are of opinion that past methods 
want altering, we ought not to compel those 
who are content with such methods to accept 
a change. 

It is too much the fashion to-day to regard 
our foreiatherg as fools. The more you study 
some matters the less likely you are to hold 
such an opinion. We must strive for unity 
of purpose within the Empire, but not neces- 
sarily for uniformity as the means by which 
unity 1s to be achieved. In the light of ex- 
perience, future Conferences will be able to 
make the necessary adjustments. We should 
guard against the dangerous ambition of 
wishing to regulate and foresee everything; 
for the wants of society are so varied that 
it 1g Impossible for the legislator to provide 
for every case and for every emergency.

AUSTRALIAN CRISIS. 


GOVERNMENT STANDS 
FIR 


Ordered by the Labour caucus—the party 
men | of its supporters in Parliament—to 
suspend for twelve months the payment of 
debts falling due this year in Australia, the | 
Federal Government have refused to obey, 
and have announced that they will proceed 
with the conversion plans already outlined 
Ny Mr. Lyons, who is acting as Federal 
Treasurer in Mr. Scullin’s absence, remarks 
The Times to-day editorially. Mr. Fenton, 
the acting Prime Minister, in announcing 
this decision reiterated the declaration that 
‘the Government, the Parliament and the 
people will never repudiate their just liabili- 
ties, either at home or abroad.” 

Developments in Canberra during the next 
few days will be followed with anxiety by 
ali Australians ahd by all friends of 
Australia. There are some who think the 
crisis will result in a split in the Labour 
Partv even mora disastrous than that over 
the Conscription issue during the war, which 
for more than ten years reduced Labour to 
political impoteuce in the Commonwealth. 
The Cabinet—with a couple of dissentients, 
44 1s true—have taken a firm stand, and the 
militant majority in the party must either 
accept it or precipitate a party smash. 

GOVERNMENT'S RESOLUTION. 

Mr. Fenton has made it quite plain that 
the Government will not resign on any vote 
of the caucus. They can only be forced out 
of office by a vote on the floor of the House, 
where, as a matter of fact, the Moderates 
and the Opposition—who firmly support 
them on this issue—-have a _ substantial 
majority over the extremists; but it is by 
no means certain that the quarrel will be 
pushed so far. Indeed, it is unlikely that 
the militants would have gone so far as they 
have if the Government had acted from the 
beginning with the firmness and the decision 
They post- ; 
poned the production of their financial pro- 
gramme until after the New South Wales 
elections, for what to them seemed, no doubt, 
ovrewhelming réasons of political tactics, 
and when the result of those elections 
stimulated and emboldened the militants, 
they accepted amendments in _ that 
programme, which made it impossible for 
them to balance the Budget, and thus to 
honour their agreement with thb State 
Premiers. 3 

‘Their position was very difficult, especially 
in view of the authority which the caucus 
is accustomed to exercise over Labour 
Governments and Labour members. The 
caucus not merely elects the leader of the 
party. When the party is in power and the 
eader is called upon to form a Government, 
if, is the cancus which chooses his colleagues 
for him, and his only privilege is to allot 
the different offices among them. The caucus 
also Jays down the s and programme of 
the party, and decides how Labour members 
nuust vote on particular issues. To vote 
ugainst such a decision is an unforgivable 
offence, and—so rigid is the party discipline 
—is generally equivalent to political suicide. 

MR, SCULLIN’S COURAGE, 

Only those familiar with the traditions of 
Australian politics can really appreciate the 
courage which Mr. Scullin and his colleagues 
—especially Mr. Lyons—are showing in their 
own challenge to the authority of the 
caucus. They would not have taken the bold 
course upon which they have decided if 
they were no! convinced that the financial 
crisis makes it a matter of personal honour 
for them to put principle before party, ani 
the country before the caucus. In such a crisis 
the bold course is often the safe one. There 
seems some ground to hope that the caucus, 
when it meets on Thursday, may reconsider 
its decision of last week. 

But, concludes The Times, however the 
caucus may vote, the Government have 
decided that the payment of the 
£27,000,00G falling due in December shall 
neither be repudiated nor postponed, but met 
out of the proceeds of a Conversion Loan 
to be floated on the Australian Market. It 
is a courageous decision, but the only one 
possible for an honest and patriotic Govern- 
ment. It remains now to make sure that the 
loan is a success, To help to make it a 
success is a duty that every Australian 
owes his country in the present crisis. That 
is the most effective way in which he can 
support. the Government and repudiate the 
repudiationists.

We ought to take our part in trans- 
Atlantic traffic, ard in connection with the 
two large ships which the Cunard Company 
proposed to build, the proposition was a 
sound economic oue. The Government were 
not giving a subvention, but were confining 
themselves to finding so much of the in- 
surance as could not be covered by the 
ordinary market. Each vessel would cost from 
4 to 44 millions, and at the moment it was 
calculated that the Government would 
guarantee 2) millions of the insurance. 

The construction of the first of these two 
san gu would be undertaken by John Brown 
and Company on the Clyde, and he under- 
stood that it would afford continuous employ- 
ment. for 5,000 men for at least three years, 
and would give indirect employment to 
and a half “years. | 

SOUND ECONOMY. 

Sir P. Cunliffe-Lister said he would agree 
that the use of very large and very fasi 
ships for the Atlantic traffic was a sound 
economic proposition, and he had no hesita- 
tion in approving the resolution. 

Mr. Wise suggested that the Government 
should take advantage of the opportunity pro- 
vided by the assistance they were giving to 
make a bargain with the company to reduce 
the excessively high passenger rates on these 
mammoth liners, which were quite beyond 
the means of ordinary business men. 

Sir F. Hall said that, although generally 
he was opposed to Government interference 
with private enterprise, they were, in this 
case, to be congratulated upon taking their 
courage in both hands and deciding to assist 
in maintaining the prestige of British 
shipping. 

Sir R. Horne remarked that, as a resuit 
of the success of the Germans, we had not 
only lost the Blue Ribbon of the Atlantic, 
but had lost prestige and passenger traffic. 
He knew people who, for the first time in 
their lives, had travelled to America in ships 
which were not British, He supported the 
resolution. | 

Commander Kenworthy expressed the hope 
that no orders in connection with the building 
of the new ships would go to Belfast, as 
Northern Ireland had retained the Trade 
Facilities Act, by which they gained more 
orders than were given to shipouilding firms 
on this side. That was the only good thing 
he knew about the Government of Northern 
Treland.

The next business was the second reading 
of the Small Landholders and Agricultural 
Holdings (Scotland) Bill, the object of which, 
as explained by Mr. W. Adamson, was to im- 
prove the conditions on which land was held 
for the purpose of agriculture, and to remove 
difficulties which had arisen in the adminis- 
tration of previous Acts. The bill, he said,

Sir John Gilmour, a former Secretary for 
Scotland, said that he quite failed to under- 
stand why this bill had been introduced, but 
it seemed to him quite inocuous, and he did 
not propose to oppose the second reading. 

Mr. Jan Macpherson described the bill as a 
miserable anemic measure, which would not 
place a single additional man on the land. 
If this was the agricultural policy of the 
Government the sooner they gave way to 
better men the more he would be pleased. 

The bill was read a second time, and the 
House adjourned.

WIDELY DIVERGENT VIEWS 


ON CONSCRIPTION. 


From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
. GENEVA, Monday. 

The representatives of the five principal 
Naval Powers, as the result of the meeting 
which they held yesterday, have agreed 
upor the text for the draft Convention on 
Naval Disatmament embodying the prin- 
ciples. of the Washington and London 
Naval. Treaties. 3 

The ais sé of the agréed text has not 
vet been made known; but it is understood 
that if is accompanied by certain reserva- 
tions. 

In the course of a protracted sitting this 
morning of the Preparatory Committee for

At the close of the sitting Mr. Sato 
announced that his Government had 
agreed to Article Two of the draft Con- 
vention dealing with tables of effectives.

THREE ADJUNCTS. 

There were three adjuncts-to the making 
of touring suecessful—viz., weather, roads 
and rail and hotels. . On the question of 
roads he could not too strongly emphasise 
that the roads of Ireland are now approach- 
ing a standard of excelience that entitles 
them to be ranked with the roads of the 
leading European countries. In the laying 
of concrete roads Irish surveyors have been 
more successful than their colleagues in other 
countries. There were few or no complaints 
about the roads either in the Free State or 
Northern Ireland. Many extern § surveyors 
had been to Ireland on visits of inspection 
to ascertain how the absence of ‘‘ wavines ” 
has been provided.
